Meanwhile, the College will continue to work at 
headquarters as long as circumstances permit 
but its activities will of necessity be curtailed and 
concentrated in one department rhe general 
record and library work will continue and every 
thing possible will be done to help individual 
members.

HE term staphylococcal pneumonia is used 
to indicate a primary staphylococcal 
pulmonary infection with lobar consolida- 

tion. This type of pneumonia is rare, but that it 
does occur and has certain characteristics of its 
own seems fairly certain. Among the more 
notable features are the extreme severity of the 
illness and the high mortality rate. In one case 
reported in Edinburgh in 1936 death took place 
within eight hours of the onset. 

The staphylococcus alone or in association with 
other organisms more commonly occurs in broncho- 
pneumonia complicating influenza, measles and 
whooping-cough. A_ secondary staphylococcal 
invasion of the lung may also result from some 
septic focus elsewhere in the body or from an 
embolism. 


An Illustrative Case 


Primary staphylococcal pneumonia in its early 
stages resembles very closely pneumococcal lobar 
pneumonia, but it will be noticed how very 
differently the case develops, as the following 
account of a case recently treated at this hospital 
illustrates. 


[he patient, a boy of 19 years, was admitted 
on February 10. The history was that for a week 
he had had a cold which was considered trivial ; 
two days before admission there was a sudden 
onset of pain in the right side of the chest, with 
rigors, cough, bloodstained sputum and difficulty 
in breathing. There was no history of boils, 
septic spots or wounds and no previous illness 
ot note. 


Clinical Picture on Admission 


On admission, the patient presented the typical 
appearance of pneumonia with cyanosis and 
dyspnoea, pain in the right side of the chest and a 
temperature of 103.4°F., pulse 130, respiration 
rate 36. There were signs of consolidation in the 
right lower lobe, rales and pleural friction. A 
diagnosis of lobar pneumonia was made, and 
treatment with M. and B. 693 started imme- 
diately. The quantity given was two tablets 
(74 gr. each) four-hourly; next day the patient 
started to vomit ; this ceased on his being given 
small doses of sodium bicarbonate 15 minutes 
prior to the administration of the tablets. 


So accustomed has one become to seeing an 
early and marked improvement in the general 
condition and temperature as a result of treat-

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ment with M. and B. 693, that it was disappointin;

M. and B. 693 Discontinued 


By this time, six days after admission, it wa 
thought that the pneumonia was not of the commo! 
type and this was confirmed by cultures of th 
sputum, giving a pure growth of staphylococcu 
aureus. Treatment -with M. and B. 693 was 
discontinued. 


Ten days after admission an X-ray examination 
showed the heart and trachea displaced to the 
right, clouding of the lower part of the right lung 
suggesting atelectasis, and a small effusion at th 
left base. 


Another preparation of sulphanilamide was 
tried, but was only given for 36 hours as th 
cyanosis was greatly increased. Continuous ox) 
gen was given nasally and camphor in oil 1 c. 
six-hourly. 


Oxygen Therapy 


By February 23, i.e., 13 days after admission 
the cyanosis and dyspnoea were so severe that the 
case appeared hopeless. Nevertheless, the patient 
was nursed in an oxygen tent, and the genera! 
condition improved so that the tent was dis 
continued after four days. 


The sputum was muco-purulent, inoffensive 
and the average amount in 24 hours was 2} oz 


A further X-ray examination (10 days after the 
first one) showed no change in the appearance ol 
the right lung and no sign of effusion at the left 
base. The temperature all this time was elevated 
and was of the “swinging” type (see chart 
An aspiration of the left base was performed 
only I c.c. of purulent fluid was obtained. 


A few days after this, a bronchoscopy was 
performed in the hope that aspiration of pus from 
the bronchus would encourage aeration of the 
right lung. The bronchi were full of muco-pus 
and a smaller ulcer was seen in the left middk 
lobe bronchus. There was no immediate improv: 
ment after the bronchoscopy but resolution took 
place gradually and an X-ray examination two

Diphtheria Decline in New York 


The phenomenal fall in the imeidence and 
mortality from diphtheria in the State of New York 
is very unlikely to be due in any large part to 
other causes than immunisation. In 1921 reported 
cases numbered 11,916, exclusive of those occurring 
in the City of New York, and the death-rate was 
between 16 and 17 per 100,000 of the population. 
The decline has been steady and rapid until in 
1937 there were only 203 cases and 22 deaths, 
giving rates of 3 and 0.4 respectively. Stated 
otherwise, the diphtheria death-rate was about a 
fortieth of the rate 16 years earlier. In 1938 the 
reported cases had fallen still further to 163, an 
exceedingly low figure in a population of about 
6,000,000.— Public Health.”

URSES all over the country have been busy this

mew’s Hospital that had been sterilised during the crisis 
last September and its contents still passed strict tests 
for sterility 

Similarly, in the hospitals of London, changes have 
taken place. They have been rapidly transformed into 
casualty clearing stations and this also has meant much

Some Ways of Cooking Carrots 


Everyone familiar with the homely old carrot in its 
recognised place in the stew or as an accompaniment to 
boiled beef [he young and tender carrot is quite a 
delicacy among vegetables, especially when it is lightly 
cooked in butter; but the old carrot can be almost equally 
good to eat if care is given to its cooking.

Norris gives no explanation of the stammerer’s 
nxiety neurosis. Not appearing to realise fully the 
onstruction of developed stammering and not seeming 
onscious of the significance of the symptoms he 
makes insufficient attempts to advise the stammerer. 
>uggestions such as reading aloud (page 37), 
reasoning aloud or in whispers ... (page 38), 
avoiding humming (page 39), rejecting ‘‘when possible 
any word which comes up before the mind too 
oon for immediate use . (page 46) are crutches 
rather than actual methods of treatment. 

This advice cannot but fail, since Norris in his

extremely doubtful morals, whose private life is 
mainly concerned with men, but whose nursing 1s, 
in some extraordinary way, above reproach 

If you are a nurse vourself, read this book It 
may amuse you to learn of strange procedures in the 
operating theatre including an emergency blood 
transfusion, from which the book derives its title 
of patients whose pulses register 35 beats a minute 
when their condition is critical, and of a nurse 
caught kissing a male patient in the middle of the 
night Parts of it may even shock you slightly 

But if you are a potential probationer or the parent 

of a nurse read it with caution, remembering that

A Complete Recovery

appetite was hearty after the first 10 days and he 
would do or take anything that he thought would 
help him to get better.

Billeting Difficulties 

Ina topical note in the Nursing Times of August 26 
vou suggested that billeted children should have 
fresh fruit provided by their hosts as part of their 
diet, or at any rate that this was advisable For

host must provide lighting, heating, cooking and 
other service, and nursing and medicine if needed 
and needed it is sure to be. Laundry must also be 
provided for this sum, vet, even if the householder 
does all the washing of clothes for the children, soap 
and hot water do not come down free from the skies 
If the parents do not provide clothing and boots 
when these are necessary—and in some cases the 
clothes in which the children arrived had to be 
hastily stripped off and put into the fire with the 
tongs, while heads were then shaved are these to 
be provided by the 8s.
